New Crests 
Expected

The swollen Ohio river spill- 
ed ocross more acres of farm- 
land and town property Friday, 
but a forecast of colder weath- 
er eased the immediate threat 
of new widespread floods in the 
midwest. 


At the same time, a frigid 
new storm whistled down to- 
ward chilled California, a freak 
windstorm 
accompanied 
by 
heavy rain felled some trees 
and flattened some grain stor- 
age bins in central Illinois and 
dense fog blanketed Iowa. 


At Indianapolis, the mercury soar- 
ed to a record high of 65 for the 
date. 


Ratal splashed ominously against 
the water-soaked earth throughout 
most of the Ohio river valley. Pore- 
casters revised upwards again their 
predicted flood crests for points 
along the Kentucky-Illinois border. 
Soma communities started evacua- 
tions and braced for major floods. 
Best Ob Future Conditions 


But the outcome of the worst flood 
threat« of the season will rest on 
weather conditions in the immedi- 
ate future. A mass of cold air mov- 
ing down from Canada brought1 the 
promise of clearing skies. If new 
rains bold off until the crests pass 
downstream, the threat may fizzle 
out.

The water Is going down «1 ¿¿ce 
smaller midwest rivers and along the 
Cincinnati stretch of the Ohio. The 
30,000 residents of Vlncennes. Ind., 
breathed easier when the flooded 
Wabash river began levelling off at 
27J feet against the city's flood 
wall The weather bureau said the 
rise was virtually over. 


However, at Memphis, Tenn.. Col. 
Louis H. Foote. U. S. district engin- 
eer, ordered flood control experts in- 
to the Cairo, m., area to observe 
. flood conditions. The Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi rivers, both riding high, join 
at Cairo. Foote said his order was a 
precautionary move. He advised lev- 
ee and drainage districts above and 
below Cairo to establish patrols and 
hurry maintenance work.

The Ohio river, rising three feet 
overnight, poured completely across 
the main street of Rosiclare, 111., and 
flooded numerbus business establish- 
ments. Rosiclare is a town of nearly 
3,000. Telephone service failed when 
the waters poured In.

Next in line are the federal-state 
school lunch program, the bureau of 
Indian affairs, federal ¿tate and lo- 
cal public welfare agencies, and pri- 
vate welfare agencies operating in 
this country and its territories, In 
that order.

London, Jan. 13—(JP)—Information 
reaching a major western power from 
Moscow says Russia is dickering for 
new naval and military bases in 
communist China. 


A qualified informant, reporting 
this tonight, stressed the informa- 
tion may be speculative in view of 
the highly secret nature of current 
Sino-Soviet Moscow talk-. 


However, officials representing two 
other western powers said there Is 
good reason to believe a defense, 
trade and friendship pact between 
Russian and communist China is on 
its way. 


The Informant who spoke of new 
bases would neither pinpoint the 
source of his information nor give 
many details of the report. He did 
say that if his information was cor- 
dect, Russia would have much firm 
er military control over China than 
she has today. 


Relations 
between 
Russia 
and 
China now are governed by a 1945 
pact entered into by Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-Shek's nationalist re- 
gime. It was written after the United 
States and Britain had agreed to its 
principles at the Yalta conference 


Its terms made Russia joint owner 
of the south and eastern Manchur- 
lan railways, Port Arthur a joint 
Sino-Soviet naval base, and Dalren 
a free port. Many Manchurian and 
Outer 
Mongolian 
communications 
were placed under Joint control, too. 


Taipei, Formosa, Jan. 13 — OP) — 
The Chinese Nationalists charged 
tonight that Russian advisers were 
aiding Communist preparations for 
an invasion of the Chusan Islands, 
important Nationalist air base. 


The Nationalist defense ministry, 
which made the allegation, said each 
Red division assigned to the assault 
had four Russian officers assigned to 
it. No other details were supplied. 


Hie Chusan. (Chushan) Archipel- 
ago, lies about 100 miles south of 
Shanghai but the nearest islands arc 
only seven miles from the mainland. 


The Communists twice in the last 
year have attempted to -conquer or 
neutralize the islands but have taken 
only two insignificant islets near 
shore. Pro-Nationalist reports said 
they were bloodily repulsed on the 
others. 


Chusan, main island of the group, 
is 20 miles long and 10 miles wide. 
On it is a Nationalist airfield from 
which increasingly heavy raids have 
been made on Shanghai and other 
Red holdings. 


The Nationalists say the harbor of 
Hangchow, on the mainland west of 
the Chusans, is crowded with some 
2,000 junks assembled for a new at- 
tempt to knock out the troublesome 
base. 


Nationalist air headquarters said 
this Hangchow invasion fleet was 
heavily attacked during the day by 
B-25's. 
The entire mainland coast 
opposite the islands also was re- 


ported 
bombed. 
Six 
locomotives i 
and a bridge were reported destroyed 
on the Chekiang-Kiangsi 
railway 
that leads southwest out of Hang- 
chow. 


In anticipation of an 
eventual 
Communist move against Formosa, 
island capital of the Nationalists, the 
government also disclosed it expects 
to conscript 35,000 Formosans by the 
end of May. 


The first group of 4,000 middle 
school (high school) youths already 
has been drafted to be trained as 
sergeants.

The substitute bill Is backed by a 
group of senators from dairy states. 
It would repeal the tax of 10 cents 
a pound on colored oleomargarine 
and i cent a pound on the uncolored, 
>ut would prohibit shipment of yel- 
low margarine across state lines. 
No agreement has been reached on 
time to vote on the House-ap- 
proved bill, which contains no such 
restriction.

Started In House 


Washington, Jan. 13 — (JP) — A 
surprise move which could wreck 
much of the Truman fair deal pro- 
gram in this session of congress was 
started today in the House rules 
committee—and informed congress- 
men believed tonight it had a good 
chance to succeed. 


Southern democrats and repub- 
licans teamed up to force through a 
motion 9 to 2 asking the House to 
restore the committee's old power 
to'bottle up bills. 


Working together, such a coalition 
thus would have life and death power 
over large portions of President Tru- 
man's legislative program. 


There was reported to be a great 
deal of sentiment in the House fav- 
oring a return of the committee's 
power which was shorn away last 
January. The existing rule, permit- 
ting chairman of other committees 
to by-pass the rules group and bring 
legislation to the House floor, re- 
portedly was adopted for the very 
purpose of keeping the Truman pro- 
gram from being blockaded. 
. House Speaker Pay burn of Texas, 
administration lrader, appeared glum 
over today's sadden turn of events 
but declined comment. The commit- 
tee's chairman. Sabath (D-Ill) said 
he assumed the change would go 
through "if the coalition of republi- 
cans and southern democrats pre- 
vails."

Says Gas Caused 
Blast That Killed 
Five In Vincennes 


Vincennes, Ind., Jan. 13—(JP)—Cor 
oner Paul E. Strate said today the 
explosion which killed five members 
of two families here was due to an 
accumulation of natural gas beneath 
the floor of the dwelling. 


The coroner said he was unable 
to determine what set off the blast 
that demolished the structure yes- 
terday and he added he doubted the 
cause would ever be established.

U.S. Official Says 
China War Is Not 
Russian In Essence 


Philadelphia, Jan. 13 —(JP)— The 
| Chinese revolution, a high level state 
department official said today, is 
"not Russian in essence" and does 
not aim at dictatorship. 


The speaker was Dean Rusk, dep- 
uty under secretary of state. He also 
told a regional conference of the 
World Affairs Council that 
"the 
United States expects no formal 
armed 
aggression 
f r o m 
Russia 
either in the east or west at the 
present time." 
J 


Additionally, Rusk saia that "there 
is a conflict coming between Chinese 
nationalism and Russian Imperialism 
masquerading as world communism." 


Rusk compared the revolution in 
China—and nationalist movements 
elsewhere in Asia—to the American 
revolt against Britain. However, he 
said, the Chinese revolution is "sub- 
ject to perversion." By this he ap- 
parently meant it might eventually 
fall under Soviet control. 


"Americans," he said, "would not 
want to freeze conditions in the Far 
East. What we are seeking is a di- 
rection for the revolution." 


He then declared that at present 
"the Chinese are not aiming at a 
dictatorship. Their revolution is not 
Russian in essence, but is subject to 
perversion." 


He said Formosa is no challenge 
to United States security and that 
it would be an ill-advised use of U. S. 
armed forces to "go out and make 
a land grab in Formosa." 


The premier of Red China, Mao 
Tie-Tung, is in Moscow on an ex- 
tended visit.

There's a choice of steak to fit 
practically any si?e family. For the 
larger family, a sirloin steak makes 
generous servings. Proterhouse or 
T-bone steaks will serve three or 
four, while club steaks if cut thick 
will serve two. 


Two Methods 
For broiling, steaks should be cut 
at least 1-inch thick. However, lfj 
you do not have a broiler they are 
successfully panbrolled as are thin 
ner cut steaks. 


When using your broiler, adjust 
the rack so that the surface of 1-inch 
steaks is 2 inches from the heat and 
2-inch steaks 3 inches from the heat. 
Broiling at this low temperature in- 
sures less shrinkage of the steak 
and much less spattering of fat than 
when cooked at a high temperature. 


When steak is cooked about half 
way through it is turned—but only 
once. Since salt tends to draw out 
the meat juices and prevent brown- 
ing, the steak is seasoned on each 
side after it is cooked. 


The following chart gives recom- 
mended broiling time for T-bone 
porterhouse and sirloin steak. About 
five minutes per pound should be 
subtracted from the broiling time for 
club steaks.

In panbroiling. a heavy frying-pan 
should be used. The meat is slowly 
cooked without fat of water in an 
uncovered pan. The steak is turned 
occasionally to insure even doneness 
and the fat poured off as it accumu- 
lates in the pan.

By Masked Men In 
Atlanta, Georgia 


Atlanta, Jan. 13—{IP)—A battered 
and bloodstained little minister of 
Italian birth today reported he had 
been seized and beaten by masked 
men. 


The short, round preacher, clutch- 
ing a briefcase inscribed "Jesus 
Saves," identified himself as Mich- 
ael Picardi, pastor of the Temple 
Emanuel church in Columbus, Ohio. 


Picardi said six or seven men, 
wearing handkerchiefs for masks 
and armed with shotguns, dragged 
him from the pulpit of a small Negro 
church at Cairo, Ga., last night.

Then, said Picardi, they flogged 
him with a metal tipped belt and 
struck him with a gun butt across 
the head. Nearly all the blows rain- 
ed upon the 59-year-old man drew 
blood. 


His abductors, Picardi related, 
accused him of staying v:ith Negroes 
and asked if he were a white man, 
if so, why didn't he preach in white 
men's, churches.
